He said a thorough search of State 
Department files failed to reflect 
any definite peace bid from Hanoi

wounded, spokesmen said.

Since the marines took over the 
Quang Tri city fighting from the 
paratroops July 27, casualties for 
both provinces have been about 3,200 
NVA killed, with 345 South Vietna­

M ilitary 
sources 
said 
an 
estimated three out of four of the 
South Vietnamese casualties since 
July 27 have been marines. That 
would mean that roughly one out of 
three marines in the Quang Tri 
fighting has been killed or wounded 
in the past 2-1-2 weeks. 
U. S. B52s this weekend bombed 
Communist supply dumps in and 
near the Demilitarized Zone in a 
continuing effort to prevent the 
North Vietnamese from sending in 
reinforcements to the Quant Tri 
area.

The U.S. Command said today 
that more than 30 persons including 
six Americans and at least 24 South 
Vietnamese were killed in the crash 
of a U.S. C130 transport plane 
Saturday. 
When the command made its 
original anouncement Saturday it 
said six Americans and seven South 
Vietnamese were killed and five 
Americans and an undetermined 
number of South Vietnamese were 
injured.

Sunday that U.S. jet fighten*bombers 
shot down two Communist MIG21s 
in dogfights over North Vietnam, 
and that there was ground fighting 
on three fronts in South Vietnam, 
most of it in the Mekong Delta. 


Kissinger holding more 
private meetings

is holding a private meeting in Paris 
today with North Vietnam’s two top 
peace negotiators, the White House 
announced.

Kissinger had gone into session 
again with Communist Politburo 
member Le Due Tho and minister 
Xuan Thui, head of North Vietnam’s 
delegation to the Paris peace talks. 
He last met with Hanoi's two 
negotiators Aug. 1. Today’s meeting 
was

the 
administration began its private 
sessions 
with 
North 
Vietnam 
seeking a settlement of the Vietnam 
War. 


In 
making 
the

nouncement, Ziegler declined to 
give further details —even as to 
when Kissinger flew to Paris. “ That 
is all the information I have to tell,” 
he said 


He said Kissinger will fly to 
Switzerland 
this 
evening 
to 
celebrate with his parents, Louis 
and Paula Kissinger, their 50th 
wedding anniversary in Laaks, a 
small town near Zurich. 
Ziegler said Kissinger will leave 
Switzerland Tuesday, but declined 
to reveal his destination. 
Kissinger last met with Thui on 
Aug. 1. The announcement followed 
a pattern in which neither side 
would disclose whether there was 
any progress. 
President Nixon has said that the 
main roadblock is Hanoi’s demand 
to rid the Saigon government of 
President Nguyen Van Thieu. And 
he 
has 
asserted 
on 
numerous 
occasions 
that 
he 
will 
never 
compromise Thieu’s political status. 
Ziegler declined to comment on a 
report in Time Magazine that the 
administration is “ flirting with a

Revenue sharing not likely this week 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
said today there was little prospect 
the Senate would pass revenue 
sharing before recessing for the 
Republican National Convention at 
the end of the week 
The Senate Finance Committee 
last week short-stopped the bill after 
sending it toward the Senate floor, 
calling 
it 
back 
for 
further 
consideration 
because 
of 
a 
jurisdictional 
conflict 
with 
the 
Senate Appropriations Committee. 


The original measure as passed by 
the House and as approved by the 
Finance Committee carried about 
$5.3 billion in direct-distribution 
funds to the states and cities. The 
money would be passed out via 
automatic procedures that bypass 
the 
reg u lar 
cong ressional 
appropriating process. 
The 
new 
chairman 
of 
the 
Appropriations 
Committee, 
Sen. 
John L. McClellan, D-Ark , let it be 
known he would not accept such a 


procedure. Then Sen. Russell B. 
Long, D-La., called the bill back for 
further work. 
Meanwhile, there appeared to be 
no 
progress 
toward 
breaking 
another 
legislative 
impasse 
involving an interim arms limitation 
agreement with the Soviet Union. 
The administration is backing a 
revision in the agreement offered by 
Sen. Henry M Jackson, D-Wash 
Jackson’s 
amendment

establish “ equality” in arms with

less froze 
armaments at their present levels 
Mansfield said he would not take 
up revenue sharing, even if it is 
released to the calendar by the

“ I think there is no question that 
the prisoners will be released and 
will be released immediately when 
we stop this senseless, murderous 
bombing and end the war and get 
out, get home, and get to the

“ I can demonstrate that to the 
American people,” said the former 
Johnson administration official, who 
said he would go into further details 
today at a 1:30 p.m EDT news 
conference.

More IRA arrests expected

-Following

arrests of two leaders of the militant 
Provisional wing of the Irish Republican 
Armv (IRA) within a week, military 
intelligence sources said today they expect 
more arrests soon to “ skim the cream of 
the Provisional’ command structure.” 
The army identified a man arrested in 
the Roman Catholic Ardoyne district of 
Belfast Sunday as Terence Clarke, 21. An 
army spokesman said Clarke was a 
lieutenant of the Provisional’s commander 
in the Ardoyne. Martin Meehan, who was 
arrested last week. 


Clarke was carrying a 
45 caliber 
revolver when an army patrol recognized 
him and picked him up He was appearing 
in court today charged with possession of 
the pistol. 
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Deliberate bombing claimed

Vice President Spiro T. Agnew commented on Shriver’s 
new charges when he arrived at Providence. R.I., Sunday. 
“ First of all. I think we have to remember that Mr. 

Agnew said “ It is normal 
for people trying to play catchup ball to make wild 
statements.” 
Republican National Chairman Robert J. Dole charged at 
Miami Beach that Shriver had been “ an active figure in the 
administration that got us into the war.” 
“ Now, without any more proof than his say-so, we are 
asked to believe his preposterous claim that the President 
ignored a golden opportunity to end the war in 1969.” Dole 
said. “ The facts don't support him. Nothing in the State 
Department files supports him. ”

New peace plan scorned 


PARIS 
(U PI)—The 
Viet 
Cong 
today 
scorned 
Washington’s reported new peace proposal and dismissed 
the final departure of U.S. combat troops from Vietnam as 
phony. 
A spokesman for the Viet Cong delegation to the Paris 
peace talks was commenting on articles in Time magazine 
and the Washington Post that Hanoi was considering 
Presidential adviser Henry A. Kissinger’s “ broader set of 
Vietnam peace proposals under which Hanoi “ has a fair 
chance of getting itself rid.” of South Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Van Thieu. 
But Ly Van Sau, spokesman for the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government (PRG), said “ any political 
solution must go through the immediate resignation of 
Thieu and a change of policy of the Saigon administration.” 
The Viet Cong official also scoffed at the U.S. command 
announcement in Saigon that the last remaining combat 
unit, the 3rd Battalion, 21st Infantry, was going home from 
Da Nang. 
“ This is a phony withdrawal,” Sau said. “ In the place of 
the so-called withdrawal, the U.S. administration is 
increasing the participation of aviation and naval forces. 
“ The 43.000 U.S. G I’s remaining in South Vietnam are not 
tourists.” 
Sau also clarified a New York Times interview with his 
delegation chief, Mme. Nguyen Thi Binh, concluding that 
the Viet Cong’s focus had switched from U.S. troop 
withdrawal to a political settlement.

2 cups flour 
2 tsp. baking powder 
1 Vi tsp. soda 
1 tsp. salt 
2 tsp. cinnamon 
2 cups sugar 
1 Vi cups oil 
4 eggs 
2 cups grated raw carrot 
1 can crushed pineapple, 8 and ^4 oz., drained 
V2 cup chopped nuts 
Sift together flour, baking powder, soda, salt and cinnamon. Add 
sugar, oil and eggs and mix well. Stir in carrots, drained pineapple and 
nuts. 
Turn into three greased and floured 9 inch layer pans or a 13x9 pan. 
Bake at 350 degrees for 35-40 minutes. Test for doneness. Cool 5 
minutes in the pan, then turn out on rack to cool. Handle carefully 
because cake is very light. 
For a delicious cream cheese frosting, use 4 cup butter or 
margarine, one 8 oz. pkg. of cream cheese, softened, I tsp vanilla, 1 
lb confectioners’ sugar, sifted 
Combine butter, cheese and vanilla. Beat until well blended Add 
sugar gradually, beating vigorously. If too thick, add small amount of 
milk This is enough to frost tops of two loaf cakes or three layers, 
tops, inside and sides

community programs, probation, parole 
and other services seen elsewhere in the 
world. 
In America the money is spent on 
imprisonment. Hughes said the cost of 
prolonged, unnecessary imprisonment is 
$5,000 per inmate per year—not including 
welfare for the man’s family.

WASHINGTON—IN E A )- 
The time is tonight. 
T h e 
place is deep inside a mis­ 
sile silo in Montana, North 
Dakota, or wherever. 
The 
two man crew, both in their 
20s, lounge beside a panel of 
switches, a few feet away 
from a cylinder containing 
a nuclear bomb pointed at 
Moscow. One of the men 
lights a match. Puff. Blow 
Ahhhh. And both of them 
settle back to enjoy an eve­ 
ning of fresh-rolled m ari­ 
juana. 
Fiction? 
Perhaps 
But only perhaps. 
The United States military 
is composed of 2.2 million 
men, most of them young 
It’s no secret that the m a­ 
jority are exposed to hallu­ 
cinogens of one kind or an­ 
other, no secret either that 
a good many of them appre­ 
ciate the exposure. Stories 
out of Vietnam in recent 
years have described har­ 
rowing incidents related to 
drug a b u s e . Euphorically 
angry enlisted men shooting 
at their officers. Frightened 
combatants going on patrol 
with heroin as well as hand 
grenades. Captured enemy 
soldiers have often admitted 
that they would attack a 
U.S. position wherever they 
could smell hashish 
Now, with m o s t of the 
ground troops out of the war, 
and most of the remaining 
GIs not so vulnerable to the 
battlefield hazards of nar­ 
cotics, the concern o v e r 
drugs in the military has 
shifted to other spots on the 
globe. To the Montana mis­ 
sile silos. To the well-armed 
Strategic Air C o m m a n d 
bombers over Spain. To the 
people manning the radar 
screens from F l o r i d a to 
Frankfurt. There is no doubt 
that at least some of the 
men in these critical posi­ 
tions use drugs. And the 
worry is that sooner or later 
some lad with a high is go­ 
ing to push the wrong button, 
pull the right plug — and de- 
p e n d i n g on the circum ­ 
stances the world will suffer 
the results. 
The imagined incident at 
the beginning of this story is 
not far-fetched. In all prob­ 
ability, given the odds, mis­ 
silemen have smoked pot on 
duty. And given the secrecy 
surrounding a n y t h i n g nu­ 
clear in the military, it is 
not sci-fi to wonder if any­ 
thing potentially serious has 
already 
happened. 
Missile 
authorities, of course, say 
that nothing untoward has 
occurred regarding d r u g s . 
Further, they say that even 
if a crew did get high on 


duty — “extremely unlikely' 
—there would be “absolutely 
no” danger to the world out­ 
side. “Only the President can 
shoot a missile,” says a Pen­ 
tagon publicist. “ If a crew 
did plot to shoot a missile, 
or hit a c r i t i c a l button 
through neglect or accident, 
it wouldn’t go off. There are 
too m a n y safeguards, too 
many outside influences, too 
many factors that have to 
coordinate.” 
And yet the wonder re­ 
mains. Carl Perian, a long­ 
time narcotics student and 
aide to Congressman John 
Murphy (D-N.Y.), says that 
the potential for trouble is 
ripe. Never mind the safe­ 
guards. “ Who wants a junkie 
at the controls of nuclear 
weapons?” Perian has com­ 
piled an impressive, depress­ 
ing list of incidents where 
drug users, if not flat junk­ 
ies, have indeed been close 
to if not in the nuclear driv­ 
ing seat. 
Says he: “Up until last 
y e a r there was a Polaris 
submarine tender based at 
Holy Loch, Scotland, that 
was called the USS Canna­ 
bis. The ship’s real name is 
USS Canopus, but there was 
so much pot smoking aboard 
that the change seemed ap­ 
propriate. A half-dozen sail­ 
ors were investigated. One 
admitted 
using 
marijuana 


on ship. Another said he used 
it on shore. Another said he 
didn’t use it at all. The rest 
refused to answer. Anyway, 
we suspect others were in­ 
volved. The crew as much as 
told us. Some of them, by 
the way, held critical, top 
secret duty positions .’’ 
The USS Canopus incident. 
Perian says, has been only 
one of many in recent years. 
He mentions a SAC bomber 
pilot sentenced to five years 
for drug abuse. He says 12 
men were discharged from 
the Polaris submarine Na­ 


than Hale, in 1969, for drug 
use. “And remember when 
the MIG fighter plane landed 
in Florida, unknown to any­ 
body, a few years ago? It 
was piloted by a defecting 
Cuban and it somehow got 
through our entire Southern 
defense radar system. Well, 
in the investigation that fol­ 
lowed, 35 men who manned 
Nike-Hercules missile bases 
down there were court-mar­ 
tialed for drug use. No one 
knows if drug abuse had 
anything to do with the MIG 
getting here or not, but some 
people think it did. You need 
a clear head at the radar 
screen.” 
Perian, obviously, is wor­ 
ried about the military-drug 
situation. He summons up 
imaginations of pill-popping 
pilots dropping their loads, 
“for the hell of it,” on Dal­ 
las; he grieves about the 
possibility of a speed freak 
missile operator in Europe 
shooting off something to 
watch the sparks. Thus he 
has helped 
Murphy 
write 
proposed legislation to cor­ 
rect the problem Says he: 
“The primary mission of the 
armed forces is the defense 
of the United States and you 
can’t depend on drug addicts 
for defense. Therefore, our 
bill is designed to get the ad­ 
dict, through medical exam ­ 
ination, take him out of the 
ranks, and then get him into 
a good rehabilitation pro­ 
gram .” 
The bill, as it happens, has 
not been compulsory reading 
on Capitol Hill. It has had 
hearings but little support. 
Yet even if the proposal was 
made into law, Carl Perian 
admits it would not mean 
the end to drug dangers in 
the military. The law might 
weed out confirmed junkies 
but it would have no effect 
on soft drug users. Pot smok­ 
ers and pill poppers would 
remain, as they are now, in 
critical defense positions 


The answer then? Perhaps 
there isn’t any. But common 
sense might help the whole 
affair. Says Perian, with a 
good deal of thought: “You 
know, we’ve always had a 
drug problem in the mili­ 
tary. I had one old soldier 
tell me once the U.S. Army 
crossed the entire northern 
part of France on booze. My 
boss. Congressman Murphy, 
tells me that he spent half 
his time in the Korean war 
policing drugs. I suppose it’s 
impossible to keep soldiers 
a w a y from all of it. The 
thing is, however, to reach 
an agreement with them. If 
they want to drink or smoke 
pot, they have to do it on 
their own time. Never on 
duty. That’s the practical 
solution 
Never, never on 
duty.”

“ long 
range” 
memory 
probe ever. 
“Thousands of memory 
tests have been conducted, 
but they only go back a year 
or two because the subjects 
usually aren’t available for 
r e -te stin g ,” 
the 
Ohio 
W e s l e y a n 
U n i v e r s i t y 
professor 
said. 
“ In 
my 
project, I can study how 
well we recall from 45 years 
ago.” 
Bahrick 
plans 
to 
test 
about 500 persons within the 
next year and has devised 
several testing procedures. 
He will use a free recall 
test, 
having 
the 
subject 
n a m e 
as 
m a n y 
old 
classm ates 
as 
he 
can: 
Bahrick 
also 
will 
mix photos from different 
schools and see how many 
classm ates can be picked 
out. 
The psychologist also will 
g a t h e r 
d a t a 
by 
a 
“prompting” test—stirring 
the memory with a picture 
to get a name. Subjects also 
will be given a list of names 
to match with pictures. 
Bahrick will try to control 
the test by matching results 
of students from similarly 
sized schools. 
He naturally expects the 
m e m o r y 
of 
r e c e n t 
graduates 
to be 
sharper 
than those of 10, 20 and 30 
years ago, but said he’s 
taking nothing for granted. 
“ I’m going to feed all the 
data into a computer and try 
to come up with a memory 
curve, 
going 
from

present back to 45 years,” 
Bahrick said 
B ahrick 
agreed 
his 
methods are not the most 
scientific, but he thought it 
was time for a long range 
study of the memory. 
“Ultimately, from studies 
like this we will learn how to 
improve our mem ories,” he 
said.

NEW YORK—(NEAi—It’s 
a 
common 
misconception 
that all U.S. water supplies 
have been fluoridated and 
that fluoridation is no longer 
an important issue. 
In reality, only half of the 
nation’s water is fluoridated, 
and cities without this tooth- 
saving measure are still em­ 
broiled in long and bitter 
conflicts. 
Opponents 
no 
l o n g e r 
charge that fluoridation is a 
Communist plot or causes 
their 
dentures 
to disinte­ 
grate, but as recently as 
1971, the Greater Milwaukee 
Committee Against Fluorida­ 
tion claimed that a man 
committed suicide by drink­ 
ing fluoridated city water. 
In spite of the controversy, 
a quarter-century of clinical 
investigation has clearly in­ 
dicated that fluoride does 
help prevent tooth decay, Dr. 
Finn Brudevold, a Boston 
dentist, 
recently 
told 
the 
American Society of Preven­ 
tive Dentistry. 
Although the benefits of 
fluoridation have been recog­ 
nized for almost 30 years, 
scientists still do not fully 
understand the way fluoride 
acts against tooth decay. 
They do know that fluoride 
makes teeth more resistant 
to acid that eats away at 
tooth enamel. Fluoride may 
also prevent the bacteria in 
plaque from fermenting sug­ 
ar into acids and thus dam­ 
aging teeth. 
Water supply fluoridation, 
which costs about nine cents 
a person each year, helps the 
entire community, 
but 
is 
especially important for poor 
children who do not have ac­ 
cess to good dental care such 
as regular check-ups, good 
nutrition 
o r 
toothbrushes, 
dentists say. 
The cost of dental care for 
children who drank fluori­ 
dated water from infancy 
was less than half the cost 
for children in a nonfluori­ 
dated area, members of the 
New York State Department 
of Health reported in the 
Journal 
of the 
American 
Dental Assn. in 1970. And 
claims that fluoridation only 
benefits children have been 
refuted by recent research 
in Colorado and Illinois. 
When 
fluoridation 
f o e s 
charge that fluorides are 
poisonous 
substances, 
the 
American 
D e n t a l 
Assn. 
(ADA) counters that “many 
substances in common use 
by human beings are bene­ 
ficial when used in proper 
amounts but may be harm ­ 
ful when used improperly.” 
In fluoridation programs, 
at most one part of fluoride 
is added for every million 
parts of water. Fluoridation 
occurs naturally to some ex­ 
tent in all parts of the na­ 
tion, ranging from less than 


0.7 parts per million (ppm) 
in Vermont to 13.6 ppm in 
Sterling, Okla. 
The legality of the fluorida­ 
tion procedure has been con­ 
tested in 14 states on grounds 
that 
it 
restricts religious 
freedom, creates compulsory 
medication, or constitutes so­ 
cialized medicine. 
But the courts have always 
upheld s t a t e fluoridation 
regulations as an exercise of 
the states’ right to promote 
the health and welfare of the 
people. 
Opponents of fluoridation 
have also charged that it 
will cause kidney and blad­ 
der ailments, arthritis and 
cancer, among other serious 
diseases. But Dr. Jam es M. 
Dunning of Harvard Univer­ 
sity says that a large num­ 
ber of studies “agree in 
showing no abnormalities, 
pathologic effects or mortal­ 
ity changes that can be re­ 
lated to fluoride in the drink­ 
ing water.” 
In 
response 
to 
another 
argument of those opposing 
fluoridation, Dunning says, 
“abnormalities o f growth, 
such as height, weight, bone- 
f r a c t u r e experience and 
mongolism, have been care­ 
fully investigated, and no 
evidence of causative rela­ 
tion with fluoride has been 
found.” 
And the American Acad­ 
emy of Allergy, which re­ 
cently reviewed the ques­ 
tion of allergy to fluoride, 
says, “There is no evidence 
of allergy or intolerance to 
fluorides as 
used 
in the 
fluoridation of community 
water supplies.” 
The most effective use of 
fluoride is in a water sys­ 
tem, with the additional use 
of a fluoride toothpaste ad­ 
vised. In some communities 


lacking central water sup­ 
plies, 
fluoridation 
of 
the 
school water system has also 
been satisfactory, according 
to Dr. Herschel S. Horowitz 
of the National Institute of 
Dental Research. 
Fluorides directly applied 
to the teeth by a dentist in a 
private d e n t a l office are 
also effective, Horowitz says. 
“ But the use of these agents 
and methods is not efficient 
in reaching large numbers 
of children because they de­ 
pend 
on one 
professional 
treating one child at a time.” 
he adds. 
Ironically, even after a 
community gets fluoridation 
it’s possible that it won’t be 
getting sufficient amounts of 
fluoride to provide optimal 
dental benefits, the Environ­ 
mental 
Protection 
Agency 
(EPA) recently discovered. 
In April, Thomas N. Hus- 
hower of the EPA’s water 
supply division, reported he 
had surveyed water systems 
in Tennessee, Wy o m i n g , 
Maryland, 
Kentucky, 
New 
Mexico and Idaho. He found 
inadequate equipment, main­ 
tenance, 
operator training 
and surveillance, not only in 
fluoridation programs, but in 
chlorination 
and 
bacterial 
control systems as well. 
Ten more states will be 
surveyed by the EPA within 
a year.

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Munich: 
something else 


MUNICH, Germany (U P I)- For the regular Olympic 
visitor, Munich is something else again. 
At a cost of 1.972 billion marks (approximately $600 
million), ope might ask “and why not?” 
But there are ways of spending money. Ask any bank 
manager. 
Those that have always had it do it in style without 
anyone realizing it. But the man who suddenly strikes it 
rich can’t handle his good fortune without making a show. 
Munich has put on a show, but with taste. 
This correspondent, who has covered major sporting 
events in four continents, including summer and winter 
Olympics, has never seen the like. 
Nothing has been left to chance. It is German efficiency 
at its best. The citizens of Munich will have a lasting 
monument for what their money bought them. 
Just what did the money buy? 
A housing complex with a difference, a steel and glass 
construction which will house over 10,000 athletes and offi­ 
cials from 122 nations, plus 4,000 members of the press. 
But for the athletes strolling in uniform, one would never 
believe one was in an Olympic village. 
When before were there shopping arcades, movie thea­ 
ters, pizza parlors, beer gardens and top grade restaurants 
within the village confines? The answer is never. Munich 
has them. The planners have thought beyond the duration 
of the games. 
When the last athlete checks out, local residents will 
move into the apartment blocks which can house single 
persons or families of four or more. 
The grayness of the buildings has been neutralized by 
window boxes, trees and landscape gardens. It makes for a 
pleasant stroll in the humid weather. 
The athletes have been offered privacy and first class 
facilities. They must decide how they want to spend their 
leisure time. 
The venues are literally within walking distance of the 
village and most offer a new dimension in architectural 
sports design. 
The controversial tent roof, which took a big chunk of the 
1.35 billion marks ($420 million) spent on the stadia, is a 
work of art. whichever way one looks at it. 


It covers the main stadium, which has a capacity for 
80,000 fans, the indoor sports hall— venue for gymnastics 
and handball—and the swimming pool. 
And for members of the press it will be the “electronic 
gam es.” 
Computers check a journalist in and out of the village and 
provide all manner of information he may seek. All it takes 
is to press the appropriate button. A television set is by his 
seat at whatever stadium he may be attending so he may 
keep track of what is happening elsewhere. 
The restaurant, within the confines of the massive press 
center, serves the kind of fare which would bring approval 
from a gourmet, while his lodgings, a mere five minute 
walk away, are spacious and comfortable. 
The spectators, too, have not been forgotten. They have 
easy access to their seats, superb refreshment facilities, 
good transportation and the most modern public address 
system devised

The 13th hole at Atlanta 
Country Club, where we play 
a tournament every year, is 
only about 120 yards, a very 
short par-3.

Because the shot is down­ 
hill, it’s only a wedge for me 
although my first impulse 
was to take an 8-iron.

Thomas F. Eagleton 
would remain on the ticket, 
then an unresolved matter 
of great news interest. 
The question we had to 
face 
w as 
a 
technical 
one—whether live coverage 
of such an announcement 
would come within the legal 
definition 
of 
“on-the-spot 
coverage of a bona fide 
news 
event.” 
The 
law 
specifically exempts such 
coverage from the equal 
time requirement. But if the 
senator’s 
appearance 
did 
not involve a bona fide news 
event, the coverage would 
not be exempt. In that case, 
at least four candidates of 
minor parties would have a 
legal claim to equal prime 
t i m e 
a p p e a r a n c e s , 
completely 
regardless 
of 
their newsworthiness. 


The exemption itself can 
be 
enigm atic, 
because 
opinions 
can 
reasonably 
differ on what is a “ bona 
fide news event.” However, 
a body of case law has been 
built 
up on 
the 
subject 
through 
decisions of 
the 
FCC and the courts. So it is 
not 
the 
networks 
which 
ultimately decide whether a 
can d id ate’s 
appearance 
involves a news event within 
the meaning of the equal 
time rule. That is finally 
decided by federal officials 
interpreting 
that 
phrase 


“on-the -spot coverage of a 
bona fide news event.” 
If 
the 
speech 
Senator 
McGovern planned to make 
on Aug 
1 would announce 
whether 
or 
not 
Senator 
Eagleton was withdrawing 
as his running mate, NBC 
felt that the odds favored a 
judgment by the FCC and 
the courts that it would be a 
“ bona 
fide 
news 
event” 
under the law. It would be 
the first announcement on a 
subject 
that had 
stirred 
great public interest; and it 
would have arisen out of a 
genuine news development 
that the candidate had not 
devised. On that basis, NBC 
was prepared to cover it 
live. 
Then Senators McGovern 
and 
Eagleton, 
the 
night 
before, 
announced 
the 
latter’s withdrawal. It was 
also made clear that there 
would be no announcement, 
in the speech scheduled for 
the 
following 
night, 
of 
Senator McGovern’s choice 
of a running mate, which 
itself would be important 
news. 
Because of this change, an 
exp ected 
news 
event 
became a non-news event, 
so far as the equal time rule 
was concerned. Coverage 
which we felt would have 
been exempt from the equal 
time penalty would have 
invited 
the 
penalty. 
Consequently, we advised 
Senator McGovern's staff 
that we would not carry his 
intended speech live. The 
other networks 
independ­ 


ently arrived at the same 
conclusion, apparently for 
the 
same 
reasons, 
and 
S e n a t o r 
. M c G o v e r n 
subsequently decided not to 
make the speech. 
The McGovern camp was 
understandably 
upset 
at 
these changes' But the fault 
is not with the broadcasters. 
It is with an obsolete and 
inflexible law, carrying with 
it legal interpretations of 
“bona fide news events” 
that 
broadcasters

honor. If they do not, the 
penalty 
is 
sev ere—the

time to many minor party 
candidates, 
displacing 
programming in which the 
public has a real interest. 
If television continues to 
be limited, by the equal 
time 
restriction, 
in 
the 
flexibility and initiative it 
can apply in covering major 
political 
candidates, 
the 
candidates will lose some 
opportunities for coverage. 
But 
th e 
A m e r i c a n 
electorate will lose more—it 
will lose the full and timely 
information about political 
d e v e l o p m e n t s 
t h a t 
broadcasting can convey.

Ted 
Stevens, in particular, was accused 
of ingratitude for running out on the 
administration after all the White 
House has done to aid his tough re- 
election race. 
But the President took his licking 
philosophically. 
“ Oh, well,” he said, “ It’s not the 
end of the world.” 
Nixon 
noted 
that 
no 
such 
language, 
tying 
his 
hands 
as 
commander-in-chief, is in the House 
version of the military bill. He 
expressed hope that the Senate- 
House conferees would knock out 
the Brooke amendment and it would 
be beaten in the end. 


Nixon also observed that the 
Senate, by the same 50-47 margin, 
had earlier adopted 
the 
Aiken 
amendment 
underwriting 
his 
proposal 
for 
an 
internationally 
supervised 
cease-fire 
throughout 
Indochina as a precondition for our 
withdrawal. 
That 
amendment, 
which Vermont’s Sen George Aiken 
offered at Nixon’s request, was 
superseded by Brooke’s. 
The President s attitude toward 
the apostates of his own party is one 
of sympathy rather than anger He 


realizes that half a dozen of the 
straying 
senators 
— 
Brooke, 
Stevens, 
Clifford Case of New 
Jersey, Charles Percy of Illinois, 
James Pearson of Kansas, Mark 
Hatfield of Oregon — are running 
for re-election this year and must 
compete 
with 
Dem ocratic 
opponents’ demands for peace at 
almost any price. 
Nixon is carrying out his promise 
that, 
in 
his 
own 
second-term 
campaign, 
he 
will 
support 
all 
Republican Senate candidates of 
every shade of opinion from left to 
right. There will be no repetition of 
the 1970 “ Purge” that ousted the 
dovish 
liberal 
Republican 
Sen. 
Charles Goodell of New York and 
replaced him with the conservative 
James Buckley. As proof that Nixon 
is pulling together both the left and 
right wings of his party, Buckley 
and the liberal Sen. Jacob Javits are 
both leading the campaign to carry 
New York for Nixon. 
Even 
while speaking for his 
amendment to force the withdrawal 
of American forces from Indochina, 
Senator 
Brooke 
praised 
the 
President for having "drastically 
reduced” the war’s death toll and 
expenses. 
“ We all give him credit for having 
reduced our troops from 543,000 
when he took office to 46,000 who are 
stationed in South Vietnam now,” 
the Senator said. Of those 46,000, he 
added, “ only one thousand are 
combat 
troops, 
just 
a 
light 
battalion.” 
Brooke, the only black Senator, is 
likely to play a featured role in the 
Nixon re-election scenario.

The California State Legislature 
has deservedly been the target 
lately of heavy criticism for not 
having done anything before they 
recessed for their three month 
“ vacation.” 
But is it really true that they did 
nothing? 
We have been re­ 
viewing some of the 
significant 
legis­ 
lation 
that 
went 
through the factory. 
The 
Legislature 
introduced 
nearly 
4,000 
bills 
and 
passed nearly 900, 
many 
extremely 
monumental. 


For example, Assembly Speaker 
Robert Moretti was successful in 
getting a measure put on the 
November 
ballot 
which 
would 
combine 
the 
present 
annual 
Legislative session into a two year 
session. As one critic points out, the 
chief benefit of this proposal will be 
the avoidance of public criticism for 


doing nothing in the first year of the 
session. One will now have to wait 
the full two years before making 
such charges. 
Of course, another very important 
piece of legislation, or pieces, we 
should say, was the matter of 
pension benefits for themselves and 
other favored public officials. 
The Legislature also took some 
time to resolve the issue of putting 
the names of Senator Jack Schrade 
and Assemblyman Frank Belotti on 
highway bridges in their districts. 
This, of course, cuts down on the 
campaign 
billboard 
advertising 
costs. 


Law and order measures got a 
high priority. The Legislature took a 
firm 
stand 
by 
making 
it 
a 
misdemeanor 
to 
skydive 
while 
drunk and to scalp tickets at a 
football game. Assemblyman W. 
Don MacGillivray was successful 
also in getting a bill passed and 
signed making it a misdemeanor to 
give 
your 
Medi-Cal 
card 
to 
somebody else for use. They also 


ordered the Division of Highways to 
post 
signs 
on 
freeway 
ramps 
reminding poeple it is illegal to stop 
even though it is already illegal to 
stop on freeways. 
The astute lawmakers were also 
successful in naming the desert 
tortoise as the official reptile and 
the dogface butterfly as the official 
insect. 
Another great achievement was 
the 
approved 
appropriation 
for 
more than $2 million for the State to 
buy a mini-train at the Cal Expo in 
Sacramento. We, the taxpayers, 
bought this mini-train from the 
private operators who have been 
unable to make the venture pay. 
Now don’t go around and say the 
Legislature never did anything.

Busting the trust 


The fate of the Federal Highway 
Trust Fund is 
now before the 
national congress. The issue is 
whether the fund will continue to 
irrestibly 
stimulate 
an 
already 
distended 
highway 
system 
or 
whether some of the trust treasure 
exclusively earmarked for highways 
will 
be 
rechannelled 
for more 
efficient or reasonable alternatives, 
namely urban mass transit, bus 
systems, 
bike 
paths, 
subways, 
transportation research, etc. 
This opportunity 
to divert the head­ 
long race toward a 
national 
asphalt 
savanna the size of 
Texas comes as the 
Federal 
Highway 
Act, 
which 
now 
authorizes over 
$5 
billion annually for 
road 
construction, 
comes up for re­ 
consideration 
this 
year in congress. 
Bills for prying amounts lose for 
public transportation have come 
from the Nixon administration and 
elsewhere, but the most potent 
measure 
is 
the 
Highways and 
R e la te d 
T ra n sp o rta tio n 
Improvements 
Act, 
S3825, 
sponsored by Senators Kennedy (D- 
Massi and Weicker (R-Conn) The 
bill’s appeal has been wide enough 
to draw such unlikely co-sponsors as 
Conservative 
Senator 
Jam es 
Buckley (C-NY) and Senator George 
McGovern. 
Visible in the main arena will be 
the maneuverings of 
the well- 
entrenched 
highway 
interests, 
notably 
the 
Highway 
Users 
Federation, which represent that 
vast constituency of Americans who 
earn their daily bread in some way 
through the automobile. 
Their opponents: The Highway 
Action Coalition, a 
Washington- 
based force fitted out by the Sierra 
Club and Environmental Action and 
taking the stance that one factor is 
lacking in the logic of unlimited 
highway construction: the common 
good 
The 
highway 
interests 
have 


overseered the trust coffers with the 
progressive magnanimity of an 
Eighth Century prince. The Federal 
Highway Act of 1970 cracked the 
trust fund for the first time ever for 
projects besides road building but is 
so tight in its prerequisites that 
cities wishing trust funds for a 
busway, for example, must prove at 
length that no other means of 
handling traffic in the area is 
workable. 
The fund coffers are stuffed with 
federal highway user taxes on gas, 
oil, tires and parts. In 1971 the 
chests groaned with $5.5 billion, 
costing every driver $138 on the 
average per year - a fact of which a 
HUF poll indicated three quarters of 
the population is unaware. 
Last year the highway interests 
had the temerity to propose that 
seven percent of the federal excise 
tax on liquor be piped into the trust 
fund but, rushing to the ramparts, 
HAC turned back the proposal, 
handing the highway people their 
first funding defeat. 
With its user support concept, the 
fund 
has 
undoubtedly 
produced 
thousands of miles of needed federal 
highway very efficiently, the federal 
government usually paying 90 per 
cent of the cost from the fund and 
the states and cities paying 10 per 
cent. 
The problem is that while the 
original 
1956 plan called for a 
highway system connecting cities, 
the system now pushes highways 
THROUGH cities. The federal 90 
per cent subsidy makes the cost of 
mass transit systems, bus systems 
and subways (for which there is no 
90 per cent subsidy) seem out of 
reach to cities and counties. 


So 
the 
wheezing 
urban 
auto 
commuter who must drive to live 
and buys automotive products finds 
himself paving for the perpetuation 
of air pollution and congestion 
caused 
by 
inefficiently 
pouring 
millions of cars into cities. 
And the more highways that are 
built, the more people that are 
encouraged and forced to drive and 


and the more highways that are 
built. 
Though just introduced, California
